ment it cannot be allowed to pass. If 
there were any exceptions they are not 
mentioned in the report. With the 
action of the police force as such or that of 
their officer as such itis not necessary todeal.

Directed four bastions to be built and 
a Wwelltobe dug; collected in all available 
tien to Work on the detences and assist in de- 
tending the post it necessary, telling them at 
tie sauie time that they could bring in their 
wives and families and such of their valuables 
as would not interfere with the detence. 

My detachment and these men went to 
work With @ will, andon the night of the 12th 
the fort Was in a condition to be defended. 1“ 
also made arrangements to obtain provisions | 
to sustain a large number of people, and also 
purchased ammunition and had cartridges 
prepared for the various kinds of arms in | 
Possession of the settlers. As the news 
brought in by scouts and others became more 
alartuing,the settlers with their families from 
Jong distances, fled to the tort and received 
protection, and as they were mostly destitute 
aiso food, On the night of the 12th of April 
] had in my fort79 women and children and 
about 30 nen armed with guns of various de- 
Seripfions. Most of these people remained 
in the fort until the arrival of the troops. 

This is a short statement of what was done | 
at Fort Saskatchewan. (The same night the | 
news arrived (after taking the above steps) I 
proceeded to Edmonton, where 1 found the 
citizens assembled at a meeting, and much 
excited They asked me what should be done 
and Lanswered them shortly to the effect 

Ist. That there was but one defendable | 
point, and that was the Hudson’s Bay fort,in

2nd. That there were in the Hudson's Bay 
fort thirty-five stand of Enfield rifles, with | 
590 rounds of ball cartridges, and also caps, 
all of which the officer in charge would lend 
Ine 

ard. That as they had a company of volun- 
teers, With elected oilicers already, enrolled, | 
but not accepted by the wilitia department, 
I would take upon myself the responsibility | 
ofarming and quartering the company in 
the fort. This being done, they would then | 
havea place where they could, with their 
wives and tannlies, come for safety. This 
plan of mine met with some opposition, but 
the next day the company was armed, ra- | 
tioned and placed on duty, under the com- 
mand of an ex-amajor of militia as captain. On 
the night of the ich dispatehed a courier to 
Calgary asking for troops and arms to be sent 
forward @$ soon as possible.
